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Twenty-Seven Easters .. . 


Every spring from the picturesque 
and enchanting hillside theatre 
known to the world as Hollywood 
Bowl, the eternal story of the risen 
Christ is told through song and 
spoken word. 

By the magic of radio the Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Services 
are heard by hundreds of millions of 
persons in all-sections of the world. 
This year the American Broadcast- 
ing Company (local outlet KECA) 
is broadcasting the sacred service. 

Youth is the keynote of the 1947 
service, the 27th consecutive event in 
the Bowl. Participants on the stage 
include the traditional “‘living cross’’ 
of 300 children averaging 12 years 
of age; the Peter Meremblum Cali- 
fornia Junior Symphony orchestra 
of 125 young people 12 to 18 and 
the Los Angeles City College a 
capella choir of 60 girls and boys 17 
tos22: 

Three hundred and fifty Holly- 
wood High school students serve as 
ushers for the service, scores of Camp 


Fire girls helped gather calla lilies for 
the decorations in the Bowl and many 
young people served in other capa- 
cities. Thus approximately 1,000 
children and young people from pri- 
mary grades into college have had an 
active part in the success of this great 

service. f 

It has proved an inspiration to the 
older groups to work side by side 
with these eager and gifted young - 
people. At least 1250 persons on 
committees and in program arrange: 
ments put together the plans for 
celebrating Easter in Hollywood 
Bowl. It is done as a work of love 
and joy. Residents in a score of 
Southern California communities 
donate the 50,000 calla lilies dis- 
played in the Bowl. 

This is the twenty-ninth consecu- 
tive Easter Sunrise Service in Holly- 
wood. The fervent community lead- 
ers of the Hollywood Community 
Sing and others first gathered in 
these hills for their sacred and prayer-

Starting its thirtieth year “‘for the 
enrichment of community life,’ the 
Hollywood Community Sing opened 
its season on September 17, 1946. 
‘The inspiring motto “Unity, Song 
and Harmony’ being the keynote— 
once again the eager crowds began 
their regular Tuesday evening gather- 
ings with joy and goodfellowship. 


For the first time in many years this. 


organization found it necessary to 
change its location of meetings, and 
are happily situated — through the 
kindness of Dr. James H. Lash—1in 
the Hollywood Congregational 
Church, 7065 Hollywood Boulevard. 
The latch string is—as always—on 
the outside for friends, neighbors and 
strangers who soon become friends. 
From its inception, the Hollywood 
Community Sing has taken an active

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part in all community endeavors. In 
May 1917, a small group called to- 
gether by Mrs. Cecil Frankel founded 
this organization to uplift the people 
of Hollywood from the gloom of 
war. In the past few years it again 
met that challenge and as through 
the years, the Sing brought cheer 
and encouragement to many. No 
doubt the organizers had great vision. 
Out of this one small beginning, it 
was not long before the same people 
founded the Hollywood Bowl, the 
Pilgrimage Play, Symphony Under 
the Stars and the Easter Sunrise Ser- 
vice, which annual service you are at- 
tending this morning. The first Hol- 
lywood Easter Sunrise Service was 
held on Whitley Heights in 1919 
and in 1920 on Olive Hill. Begin-

Symphonies Under the Stars 
Begin July Gth .. . 


Unique in the realm of musical 
entertainment is the world celebrated 
Symphonies under the Stars in 
Hollywood Bowl. The world’s 
largest natural amphitheatre, Holly- 
wood Bowl is known in every land 
through its inspiring and beautiful 
annual Easter Sunrise Services and 
the 8-week series of starlit sym- 
phonies. 

Owned by the people of Los 
Angeles County, Hollywood Bowl’s 
69 acres of rolling, sage covered hills 
are leased for 99 years by the civic, 
non-profit Hollywood Bowl Asso- 
ciation. This association assumes the 
responsibility of maintaining the 
huge property over a 12-month 
period and in the summer season 
produces the diversified program of 
music known as Symphonies under 
the Stars. : 

The 805th summer concert will 
be given to open the 26th consecu- 
tive season, July 8. Dr. Karl Wecker, 
general manager of the Association, 
said the 8-week season will be re- 
plete with programs of wide general 
interest. 

Pattern of the Bowl concerts is as 
follows: ‘Tuesday and ‘Thursday 
nights devoted to symphonies and 
concerts with renowned vocal and 
instrumental soloists. Saturday nights

Without public support Holly- 
wood Bowl could never have been 
established and its success never 
could have been assured. At the very 
inception of the plans for the found- 
ing of Symphonies under the Stars, 
loyal. public-spirited men, women 
and children, rallied to the support 
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recognition for 


with the accent on the musical and 
dance events of wide appeal, and Sun- 


day night ‘‘music for everyone’ fea- 


turing the lighter classics. 

A substantial number of sym- 
phony concerts without soloists will 
be given and the concerts featuring 
vocal and instrumental soloists will 
offer symphonic works as well. ‘The 
Bowl Association is proud to 
announce that 33,000 seats at 50 
cents plus tax will be made available 
every week. Fifteen thousand of these 
will be for symphony nights when 
there is no soloist and 17,000 for the 
Sunday night ‘‘music for everyone’ 
concerts. 


During the 1947 season there will 


be at least eight guest conductors in- 
cluding internationally famous direc- 
tors and many who have won wide 
their direction of 
major symphony orchestras in this 
country. 

Ballet will be given on at least six 
nights, the annual Gershwin Memor- 
ial Concert will be presented and 
other features that have won favor 
among concertgoers will be offered. 

Altogether, says Dr. Wecker, the 
coming schedule of concerts in the 
Bowl promises to be one of the most 
noteworthy in the history of this 
amphitheatre.

of the idea of the community ven- 
ture. 

This community venture has 
assumed gigantic proportions in its 
quarter century of existence. How- 
ever, with all its growth from the 
struggling days in 1922 to now when 
it has a value in excess of $1,000,000 
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ymphonies under the Nine 


and is debt free, those responsible for 
its growth have acknowledged the 
debt owed to the pioneers. 

Acting favorably on a suggestion 
made by Dr. Karl Wecker, general 
manager of the Hollywood Bowl 
Association, the Association's board 
of directors has approved a plan for 
the formation of committees selected 
from the general public. 

These public committees will 
work in close harmony with the 
Bowl management for fuller develop- 
ment of the amphitheatre and its pic- 
turesque surroundings. Also, the 
committees will serve as a liaison be- 
tween the public and the Bowl. 

Dr. Wecker emphasized the fact 
that although the Association may 
take pride in its accomplishments of 
the past two years when it resumed 
active management, it feels. that 

“Whatever we can do to bring other 
interests into our Association, should 
be done.”’ 

“We refer specifically to the fine 
people whose original dreams have 
guided us through the years. We 
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must not overlook the fact that the 
Bowl could not have reached its 
present stature without full and com- 
plete evaluation of all past efforts de- 
voted to its progress. 

‘These are the times if ever in the 
history of our community and the 
whole world, where the precepts of 
friendliness and good will and peace 
can only become practical ideology 
when they are motivated by the will 
to make them work.’ 

First of the committees is the 
Bowl Beautification Committee with 
Mrs. Artie Mason Carter as chair- 
man. Mrs. Carter is widely known as 
the ‘“‘mother of the Bowl’’ and the 
founder of the Easter Sunrise Ser- 
vices. 

Scope of this committee covers the 
broad subject of planting, landscap- 
ing and general Bow! beautification. 
The committee will find sources of 
revenues and gifts for the planting of 
trees, flowers, shrubs, and _ other 
flora. It will arrange details for an 
annual flower show to be given in 
the spring or fall of each year. 

















“Another important enterprise of 
the Hollywood Bowl Association is 
the Pilgrimage Play Bowl which it 
leased from the county on terms simi- 
lar to those under which it operates 
Hollywood Bowl. 

Twentieth season of the Pilgrim- 
age Play, Life of Jesus of Nazareth, 
will start July 11. The Pilgrimage 
Play is unquestionably the most 
beautiful play ever written. It treats 
with profound dignity and _ rever- 
ence of the life and ministry of the 
gentle Nazarene. 

Resumption of the play after a 
year devoted to improvements in the 
small amphitheatre (seating capacity 
1350) brings to the fore the Holly- 
wood Bowl Theatre Association, a 
non-profit organization which, 
eventually, will build a school of the 
‘Theatre, on Bowl grounds. 


PILGRIMAGE PLAY, 1947 


The Hollywood Bowl Theatre 
Association will direct and produce 
the Pilgrimage Play for the Bowl 
Association and the Pilgrimage Play 
Foundation. Already plans are being 
developed by Arthur Kachel, vice- 
president of the Theatre Association 
and his associates for a production in 
keeping with the sanctity of the sub- 
ject matter. | 

Appropriations of $100,000 from 
the County of Los Angeles were 
used to erect two 40-foot towers or 
pylons which flank the Pilgrimage 
Bowl stage. They blend into the 
rugged characteristics of the hillside 
and will serve the purpose of housing 
electrical equipment, organ and other 
facilities. 

Casting for the play will begin 
within a few weeks and rehearsals 
will be set for June.

ful purpose. They set in motion the 
plans which eventually resulted in 
the fulfillment of a cherished dream 
—Symphonies under the Stars. 

‘Two years before the 1921 Easter 
service in the Bowl, these same en- 
thusiasts had given similar programs 
elsewhere in Hollywood. The initial 
event was in 1919 ona nearby hill- 
top known as Whitley Heights. In 
1920 the increased interest forced the 
worshippers to move on to Olive Hill 
at Vermont Avenue and Hollywood 
Boulevard. 

First service in the Bowl was in 
1921 when the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra appeared. The 
1922 service was the immediate fore- 
runner of the famed Bowl summer 
concerts which now are in their 26th 
season. ; 
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‘The Easter message, scripture read- 
ing, invocation and benediction are 
delivered each year by ministers chos- 
en by the Hollywood ‘Ministerial As- 
sociation. | 

The Hollywood Bowl Easter 
Sunrise Service in 1943 became a 
non-profit community corporation so 
that this important civic undertaking 
may be perpetuated. Mrs. Burdette 
Hastings Chapman has been presi- 
dent of the corporation from its in- 
ception. She has devoted many years 
of consecrated service to this activity. 

Sixteen communities serve under 
General Chairman “Otto K. Olesen, 
vice-president of the corporation. 
Mrs. Leiland Atherton Irish, long 
identified with Hollywood Bow] and 
other civic enterprises, is the 1947 
Program Committee Chairman.

ning in 1921 they have been held in 
the Hollywood Bowl. 

For those not familiar with a Sing 
meeting, a few words will explain. 
This is no formal group of singers 
assigned regular seats as an organized 
choral would do. Promptly at 7:45 
Mr. Hugo Kirchhofer opens the 
meeting with the singing of America. 
For the next hour folk songs, clas- 
sics, opera chorus’, hymns and ballads 
are sung. Often the members call out 
their requests for favorite songs, so 
that all musical tastes are met. At 
the conclusion of the hour comes our 
traditional ‘‘get acquainted’’ cere- 
mony. Mr. Kirchhofer calls for all 
who are attending for the first time 
to arise and give their home town 
address. He frequently finds others 
from the same locality and it is well 
known that many whom he has in- 
troduced have formed lasting friend- 
ships. The Hollywood Community 
Sing being a non-profit organization 
has no admission charge but a free- 
will offering is collected to meet the 
weekly expenses. We do have Ac- 
tive Memberships at One Dollar and 
Sustaining Memberships at Five Dol- 
lars each. As many as desire to be- 
come such members are welcomed. 
Now Mr. Kirchhofer presents the 
President of the Sing, who this 
year is the well known tenor, Mr. 
Harry McKnight. After he has 
made the announcements of inter- 
est to the membership he introduces 
the guest artist of the evening. To 
name a few reads like a Who's Who 
of the stage, screen, radio, lecture 
and dance. Gracie Allen; George 
Burns; Carrie Jacobs Bond; Charles 
Wakefield Cadman; Don Blanding; 
Ruth St. Denis; Mrs. Edward Mac- 
Dowell. The Sing is concluded by 
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all standing to sing the Star Spangled 
Banner. | 

Mr. Hugo Kirchhofer has been 
our musical director since the very 
beginning. Known lovingly to his . 
many friends as ‘Kay’ this human 
dynamo retains all the fire and ener- 
gy of former years. His genial per- 
sonality not only brings happiness to 
all who love to sing but his unceasing 
enthusiasm is an inspiration to all. 
Words cannot express the esteem and 
affection we hold for our Inez Ja- 
cobson, gifted pianist, accompanist 
and organist. She gives so generously 
of her time and talents not only as 
the accompanist for the Sing but 
whenever needed by the guest artist 
presenting the program. 

This past Christmas time the Sing 
again expressed its wish to send can- 
dy, nuts and toys to needy children. 
Mr. McKnight made this announce- 
ment at two meetings and the re- 
sponse was so generous the commit- 
tee was able to complete its task more 
than a week in advance. The Sing 
Officers and Board of Directors say 
“Thank you” to all committee chair- 
men and their workers. 

The Sing offers loving tribute to 
the memory of those who were called 
from us this year. Carrie Jacobs 
Bond, Charles Wakefield Cadman, 
John B. Good. Special tribute 1s 
given for our very good friend, John 
Good, for he was one of the original 
members and his every thought was 
for the Sing. His aid to the Easter 
Sunrise Service too was great. In
